The disaster relief organization 
moved today from the _ Social 
‘Building, 2221 Locust 
street, to emergency quarters at 
3321-Locust street. The new tele- 
phone is JEfferson 0252, Persons 
in need of Red Cross aid or wish- 
ing to volunteer their services or 
register housing facilities or 
trucks, and automobiles, were ad- 
vised to call that number. 

A map with 210 pins stuck into 
it has been set up at the emer- 
gency relief headquarters to indi- 
cate the areas in nced of help. Ac- 
cording to this map, most of the 
relief is needed in the district ex- 
tending North from Easton avenua 
to Fairgrounds Park and east from

Path of 

One lone pine sticking outside 
the city Hmits on Devonshire ave- 
nue shows where the tornado first 
hit. Then it bounced across the 
city line, leaving another house on 
Warson road wrecked. Then there 
is a clump of pines in the Shaw's 
Garden section where the tornado 
began to be felt in force. 

The limit of heavy destruction, 
as shown on the map, begins at 
Chouteau avenue, continues east 
between Sarah and Newstead ave- 
nues, broadens at Duncan to Van- 
deventer and at Enright avenue 
widens out again to Grand boule- 
vargd. . 

The path of destruction pivots 
on Fairground Park toward rhe 
river between Terry and Palm 
streets, leaving houses wrecked al. 
most on the river’s bank before it 
leaped into Illinois. 

Shelter at Elks. Club. 

To provide temporary shelter for 
the refugees, 400 cots were in- 
stalled in the Elks Club last night, 
but not a person showed up, it was 
said at the club today. About 100 
refugees slept in the armory on 
South Grand boulevard at Market 
Street. Five hundred — nation! 
guardsmen and soldiers also were 
housed in the armory. Another 
i00 refugees from the Negro sec. 
tion were cared for at Poro Col- 
lege, 4300 Ferdinand avenuz2. 

Several .churches, including the 
Central Baptist Church at Ewing 
avenue and Washington  boule- 
vard, extended their facilities to 
the homeless. 

The Church Federation offered 
the facilities of all the churches 
in the city and the Board of Edu- 
cation proferred five portable 
schools and several .school build- 
ings, but no need for them was 
founa. The Board of Education 
also offered the services of the en- 
tire division of hygiene, including 
14 physicians and 28 nurses. 

Host of Voluntecr Workers: 

Voluntcer workers flocked to the 
standards of the Red Cross yes- 
terday to assist in the relief work. 
Junior League Girls labored bve- 
side Boy Scouts on trucks distrib- 
uting food. They worked in the 
kitchen in the basement of Moolah 
Temple on Lindell boulevard, west 
‘of Spring avenue, the base of sup- 
plies, with Salvation Army work- 
ers and society matrons. Two 
hundred and fifty persons regis- 
tered their automobiles at Red 
Cross headquarters. Truck drivers 
and chauffeurs tendered their serv- 
ices and promptly were assigned 
to work. The Boy Scouts carried 
messages, directed traffic, and 
hauled milk and food to soldiers 
and relief workers, 

Two hundred persons worked 
yesterday and last night at the 
stationary canteen in the basement 
of Moolah Temple. Horace Swope, 
secretary of the Swope Shoe Co., 
personally supervised the cantecn. 
Large orders were placed for 
bread, milk, and other staples. One 
of the first orders was for 5000 
tin cups. 

Moving Canteens. : 

A stationary canteen at 3954 
Enright avenue served tornado suf- 
ferers yesterday, but moving can- 
teens were more efficient and last

night five trucks, with five Junior 
League girls. on: cach, raved. the 


storm area distributing sandwiches, 
coffee, milk and other supplies to 
the hungry. The central supply de- 
pot was equipped to send out 10,- 
000 rations -today. 

Although about 
felt the destruction of the tornado, 
the relief problem was smalf in 
comparison with the number, for 
the majority of the sufferers seem 
to have found refuge and food at 
the homes of friends or were able 
to take care of themselves. The 
concentrated area oof destruction 
and the proximity to supplies and 
sheltér also simplified the “relief 
problem. 

Clothing Depot Opened. 

A depot for collection of clothes 
was opened at 913 and 915 Pine 
street. Ernest Stix. chairman of 
the Committee on Clothes, issued an 
appeal today for donations of 
clothes for men, women and chil- 
dren. The contributions, however, 
must be delivered to the depot. So 
far no trucks are available’ for 
collection, 

The missing persons bureau es- 
tablished by the Red Cross has 
worked overtime. Forty-five per- 
gons were found yesterday. Many 
searches were unnecessary be- 
cause people neglected to notify the 
Red Cross after the person report- 
ed missing had returned home. 
Seventeen persons were still listed 
at Red Cross headquarters today as 
missing. 


ADMINISTRATION GRANTED

To pro- 
vide homes for these people, for a 
considerable timé, is a problem 
facing the Red Cross and other re- 
lief bodies.

Great as was the storm’s toll of 
life and property, the most fre- 
quent comment of St. Louisans who 
have surveyed the damage is “It 
might have been worse.” 

The more the calamity is studied, 
the more difficult it is to see why 
it was not worse. It struck neith- 
er the central business district nor 
that of the newest and finest resi- 
dences and public buildings. Some 
costly residences and new apart- 
ment houses were wrecked, but the 
number would have been much 
greater if the course of the storm 
had moved a few blocks west. On 
the other hand, the Weather Bu- 
reau has noted that the same 
storm might have struck many ru- 
ral areas with no worse effect than 
the felling of a few trees and the 
demolition of a few miles of fence, 
with possibly the wrecking of a 
farmhouse and barn. 


ONE INQUEST FOR ALL

The verdict, Coroner Vitt an- 
nounced, will be thade to apply to 
all other deaths from tornado in- 
juries, and further formal inquests 
will not be held, unless some spe- 
cial reason for an individual in- 
quiry should develop in any case. 
He has 67 deaths listed-as due to 
the tornado in addition to that of 
Seret, Schuaft.

He was 
standing with Detective Douglas 
Chamblin beside a police automo- 
bile, near the old  Prairie-avenue 
car barn, when the wind blew the 
wall over upon them.

The new house at 4319 McPher- 


son had a heavy tile roof which 
the wind tore off as readily as it 
did slates elsewhere. 

There must be soft spots in a 
gale of wind, such as the air pock- 
ets which airplanes frequently dis- 
cover. Differences in construction 
can hardly account for the manner 
in. Which one house will be left 
almost unharmed, while its fellows 
on either hand are wrecked. 

Along McPherson are many of 


the heavy stone fronts of buildings, | 
as beautiful und 


once regarded 
fashionable. These seem to have 
stood firm in the gale, even where 
roofs were ripped off th> housés 
they ador ed, and when the brick 
walls behind them came down. It 
is possible that .the wind was as 
strong at Sarah strect and McPher- 
SOn aS anywhere in the city. The 
corner is reminiscent of downtown 
Olive street, as if the tornado haa 
embarked on a street widening 
project of its own. There are. many 


this neighborhood. 

The narrow alleys off 
street give even more ‘of the tone 
of war than the streets. Some of 
them are full of wreckage to a 
depth of four or five feet, but the 
debris is mostly fences and walls 
of back yards, lightly constructed 
garages, sections of roofing, and the 
oddments of urban home life, such 
as dog houses, children’s swings 
and rose trelisses. 

It was possible to imagine in 
places that the spirit of the wind, 
regarding some structure as too 
tall, deliberately took off one story. 

Along Lindell there are many 
wrecked houses, but none more 
thoroughly than the Automobile 
Club. Usually the heavy stone- 
FWork-.stood a blow staunchly, an- 
other tribute to good construction. 

Trees Fell Two Directions. 

Zigzagging through the stricken 
section, the observer. found that on 
Washington just west of Whittier, 
the trees had been felled to the 
westward. At Westminster and 
Boyle, they had been thrown east- 
ward. At Whittier and Maryland, 
the whole front had been sheared 
from a string of flat buildings. In 
the third floor front room of one 


ing a newspaper comfortably in the 
sight of all men. 

In Vandeventer place the trees 
were sadly broken and _ thrown 
about, but the stout stone houses 
stdéod firm. The gray stone church 
at Sarah streét and Washington 
avenue lost some of its blocks, and 
the great western windows were 
blown in, leaving an opening 
through which four 
could be driven abreast, but the 
walls stood.

West of Vandeventer, Olive was 
a street of brdken giass. A- four- 
story hotel with its broken win- 
dows staring blindly out .on the 
world had an air of having been 
untenanted for years, 

Following in the wake of the 
storm northeastward, over the 
litter in the streets and under the 
tangle of wires and sudden death 
above, past National Guardsmen 
acting as traffic policemen and 
frequently wearing golf stockings 
instead of leggings, past Boy Scouts 
with their Red Cross bras- 
sards, and info the wreckage of 
Fairfax avenue. Here the residents 
are Negroes, and their homes, of 
less sturdy construction than they 
might have been, were knocked 
about their heads. The same litter 
in the street, and the same seeking 
out of treasures in the wreckage.

All hospitals and dispensaries 
also ‘will administer the. treat- 
ment free, it was, announced.

“It is imperative that all in- 
jured persons receive anti-te- 
tanus serum to guard against 
lockjaw,”’ the Red Cross com- 
mittee says.

Rain With the Wind. 

A long accep.ied theory in rural 
communities that. danger 
from high wind ends when the 
rain begins was disproved by this 
tornado. There was rain before it 
came, it carried rath with it, and 
rain followed it. g When the wind 
was at its height downtown, 
Twelfth street seemed to be car- 
rying a rainstorm northward and 
horizontally. 

Up in the high Railway Ex- 
change Building, Weather Forecas- 
ter Hayes was, watching the ba- 
rometer, which had been falling 
steadily since 10 a. m. There was 
a “cyclonic area” up in _ Iowa, 
which made any sort of atmos- 
pheric violence possible. Just be- 
fore t p. m. a storm cloud ap- 
peared in the southwest, and then 
came rain to blot it from the visian 
of the watcher. At three minutes 
after 1, the barometer fell .12 of 
an inch, a big drop on an. already 
low barometer, and then it com- 
menced to rise. 

The storm passed on with its 
torrent of rain, and. within an 
hour, blue sky was visible through 
broken clouds, and at times the sun 
broke through to warm the 
drenched city. But along after mid- 
afternon, the barometer began to 
fallagain. Angry clouds filled the 
sky, and about 5 o'cloek, they weer 
lit by strange green and yellow 
lights. High up a heavy bank®of 
dark clouds drove northward, while 
beneath them a lighter layer was 
speeding eastward. The scene was 
set for another tornado. Soaked 
and stricken people waited, expect- 
ing the second barrel from the tor- 
nado gun. 

Then the barometer began to 
rise and whatever other storm 
there was spent itself in the sky, 
Whipping the rainclouus into foam.

Louis avenue, probably are Yam- 
aged beyond repair and must be 
torn down; that: six other school 
buildings have lost ‘cornices, roofs 
and sections of wall; that the Edu- 
cational Museum at 3640 North 
Market street ig damaged to the 
point wheré a carefu! -inspection 
will be necessary to determine 
whether it is to be rebuilt or torn 
down, 

More Than 100 Men at Work. 

This morning a force of more 
than 100 men was at work clear- 
ing away wreckage in five of*the 
schools and the Educational Mu- 
seum. For the time being no work 
will be done on the Central and 
Columbia ruins or on the West 
Belle School for Negroes at 3963 
West Belle place, a collection of 
portable buildings were flattened 
out by the storm. 

Of the dead, all girls, five bodies 
were found beneath the ruins in 
the auditorium of Central High 
School, where they were carried by 
the falling debris from a four- 
story ornamental tower. The sixth. 
a Negro, was killed when-a build- 
ing collapsed and fell on a port- 
able building of the West Belle 
School. Her body was found yes.

A formal resolution of condol- 
ence for the. deaths of the six 
storm victims was passed by the 
Board. Members expressed grati- 
fication, however, at the relatively 
small list of injured, declaring it 
was highly unusual that more 
children were not hurt.in propor- 
tion to the number, about 7000, 
who were exposed to the full fury 
of the tornado. 
$120,000 Appropriated for Work. 

The board appropriated $120,- 
000 for the preliminary work of 
clearing and repairing damages. 
It will decide later what is to be 
done with Central High and the 
Columbia schools. One proposal 
is that the projected new admin- 
istration be built on the present 
site of the high school and that a 
modern high school named Centra} 
be built ¢glsewhere. 

Besides Central and Columbia 
the other buildings, on which 
workmen are busy, are the Rid- 
dick, Montgomery (Negro), Irving, 
Marquette and Bates schools and 
the Educationaé Museum. Classes 
in the d&maged schools have been 
suspended temporarily.

Families Improvise Shelter in Debris, Despite |

Tornado refugees are clinging to 
their homes. In the city of want 
that lies within the city of plenty, 
folks are loyal to their own hearth- 
stones. On Boyle avenue, on. Del- 
mar boulevard, on Whittier strect 
and along Easton and Couzens ave- 
nues families have refused to de- 
sert wrecked flats and sadly bat- 
tered houses. 


|. With tar paper for a roof and a 


tumbled brick wall for shelter, the 


household goods all tattered and 
torn, many St. Louisans today are 
making the last stand against des- 
titution. They cannot hold ut, 
Most of the wrecks to which they 
hold will be condemned. Rain pelts 
through improvised roofs and soon 
the cold will filter through the 
ruins. 


Woman Refused to Move. 


At a brick house near Vande- 
venter and Easton avenues a Red 
Cross worker fouhd an elderly 
woman yesterday afternoon. Ap- 
parently she was a roomer and the 
rest of the household had aban- 
doned her. The Red Cross, worker 
was trying to convince her that 
the secon@ floor would presently 
sink through the . ceiling of her 
downstairs bedroom. 


But she looked about her with a 
show of complacent satisfaction. 
The mirror in the bureau was 
broken, plaster had fallen, the win- 
dows were missing and a corner of 
the room showed daylight through. 
She had leaned a chair against the 
bad corner to conceal it, had swept 
up the debris into a neat pile, cov-

“The place isn’t hurt a bit,” she 
insisted.

Try to Repair Ruins. * ” 


In’ three places in the district 
about St. Louis avenue east of 
Grand boulevard families were liv- 
ing amid seemingly intolerable 

Oné had pitched a 
tent in the back yard while the 
man of the place and two. boys 
were working to prop up a roof 
that sagged under a chasm in the 
back wall of the house. 

In another place the front wall 
had blown out of a second floor 
flat. Dwellers there had not 
abandoned the place and curious 
sightseers watched two women g0 
about their‘ housework with ap- 
parent nonchalance. A Negro 
family, its tenement crumpled, had 
blocked up a room in an areaway 
betweeh two walls and was seated 
about a fire at its “front door.” ~- 

When ordered out of hopeless 
ruins by the authorities, who are 
rapidly evacuating occupants of 
dangerous homes, the refugees go 
to friends or relatives, or even 
neighbors, rather than relief cen- 
ters.

Seldom could pedestrians be ob- 
served carrying any worth-while, 
utilitarian article from the ruins. 
Dogs, cats, parrots, canary birds, 
pieces of bric-a-brac, silk pillows,. 
musical instruments; these were 
cherished and _ protected, 

Refugees’ Pridc. 

The impracticality and pride of 
the refugees is the greatest prob- 
lem faced just now by relief agen- 
cies. Homes have been destroyed, 
visits to relatives do wear out, fur- 
niture and new homes must be ac- 
quired, wrécking crews will noi 
tolerate make-shift homes. When 
the excitement of the disaster dies 
away heroics will end and then the 
long hard pull of rehabilitation 
must be faced. 

Red Cross workers were unanl- 
mous today in expressing their 
chagrin over the stubbornness of 
the refugees.

Cottage avenue: The damage is 
confined to the four bincks betweea

most of the houses are unroofed 
and many of them are wrecked. 

Coto Brilliante avenue; Houses 
are all wrecked froma point a half 
block west of Grand, to a short 
distance east of Sarah-street. Fallen 
trees block the streets. 

Delmar |Boulevard—A heavily 
populated rooming house district, 
from 3900 to 4290, where 15 houses 
were unroofed and two demolished. 
Trees uprooted by the wind line 
each side of the street. 

‘Destreban street: At Second 

treet, four-story brick factory of 

uck’s Stove and Range Co., oc- 
cupying whole block, unroofed and 
parts of walls collapsed. Mills of 
National Enameling and Stamping 
Co., across street, also covering a 
block, twisted and flattened to 
ground. 

Duncan avenue: 4400 block, 15 
residences wrecked and 12 manu- 
facturing plants badly damaged. 

Easton avenue: Heavily dam- 
aged from Sarah street to Grand 
boulevard as storm bore eastward. 
Two old “flatiron” buildings at 
Easton and Spring are in ruins and 
wires and poles litter streets. Most 
of the small shops along the 
streets are operating behind lit- 
tered fronts, Many of them have 
lost thelr roofs. . 

Elliott ayenue:, At Sseuteennery 
street, St. Peter's (Negro) Church, 
old brick structure, razed to 
ground; at University street, Home 
Comfort Purnace factory partly un- 
roofed. 

Enright averuce—RBet ween Spring 
and Vandeventer avenues, wires

Old 
Suburban car sheds east of Vande- 
venter in ‘ruins. , 

Evans avenue—Only ae few 
houses east of Vandeventer have 
been unroofed, but westward from 
Vandeventer to a.half block beyond 
Sarah most of the houses have 
suffered major damages. 

Fairfax avenue—Approximately 
between Vandeventer 
and Sarah partially wrecked. Many 
other homes, housing Negroes, un- 
roofed. West from Sarah street 
the damage is less heavy, but many 
houses bear marks of the storm as 
far west as Whittier street. 


Finney avenue: With the storm 
j beginning to swing to the north- 
east at this point, the western edge 
of great damage is at Sarah street. 
It extends east to a half block east 
of Vandeventer avenue. In that 
zone virtually every house is un- 
roofed and many of the older build- 
ings, occupied by Negroes, are 
wrecked. 

Forest Park boulevard: In the 
4300 and 4400 blocks, 57 homes 
were demolished or damaged s0 
badly they cannot be occupied. 
Wreckage liés in the parkway in 
the center and the old trees which 
lined the drives either have been 
blown down or stripped of. their 
limbs, almost total destruction of 
that beautiful vista. In some of 
the houses, walls of which are rup- 
turd, families are yet living. In 
the 4100 and 4200 blocks, which 
are industrial, slight damage was 
done by windows being blown in 
and small sections of roofs and 
cornices being torn away. 

Fourteenth street: At Mallin- 
ckrodt, Holy Trinity Catholic 
Church, a tal] stone structure, con- 
sidered a fine work of architecture, 
badly damaged, although two stee- 
ples at front remain intact. Light- 
ning rod on north steeple bent 
horizontal, while rod on south stee- 
ple stayed upright. 

Garrison avenue: Heavily dam- 
aged from North Market street to 
St. Louis avenue. Just south of St. 
Louls avenue is wreckage of Co- 
lumbia School, which is so badly 
torn that it probably will be 
wrecked. Next door is the Green 
Orthodox Church of St. Nicholas, 
which is also in ruins. 

- Garfield avenue: From Grand to 
Vandeventer every houge is wholly 
or partially unroofed. More than 
50 per cent of them are partially 
wrecked, particularly those with 
second stories. 


Hereford -street, a one-block 
street 1100 south and 6300 west, 
1L houses on west side were demol.- 
ished, while those on the east side 
were not damaged greatly. 

Grand boulevard: The damage on 
Grand boulevard is bounded on 
the south by Windsor place, where 
Central High School's ruins stand. 
The tornado seemed to skip over 
the street lightly fc. several blocks 
northward, failing to tear down the 
apparently flimsy scaffold erected 
on'the face of the towering spire of 
the Rock Church, 


At Cass avenuc, however, the 
marks of major damages become 
apparent. Walls are ripped from 
houses and apparently no building 
has come ‘out of the storm without 
scars. At North Market street the 
damage reaches the greatest peak 
in the North St. Louis district, 

South from St. Teresa's Church 
at North Market strect, to Grand 
and St. Louls, the sides of the 
streets are littered with the wreck- 
age of what were, before the tor- 
‘nado, large residences and sizable 
business establishments. 

The building of the Star Dyeing 
and Cieaning Co, at Montgoniery 
street, is caved in and wrecked. A

large residence next door has been | 


reduced to a heap of brick. Beyond 
at 2543 North Grand boulevard, an- 
other residence has been reduced 
to a scrap heap. Still farther on 
are the ruins of the Grand Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, which  col- 
lapsed while a group of womén 
workers were in the basement, but 
injured none of them. ‘Across the 
street are the ruins of the Pres- 
byterian. Church of the Covenant, 
which was flattened out. Every 
house south of North Market street 
to St. Louis avenue has been un- 
roofed except the new Gast “union 
label” bullding at Cottage avenue, 
which haa only trifling damage. 


On Grand from, St. Louls avenue 
north to Fairgrounds Park, heavy 
but scattered damage to buildings, 
trees and utility wires. Heaviest 
damage at St. Louis avenue. A 
new threesstory building on north- 
éast corner suffered little damage, 
but old brick buildings on other 
corners, one occupied by the Lin- 
dell Trust Co., were badly wrecked.

Greer avenue: From Grand 
beulevard to Elliot avenue, about 
two dozen roofs badly damaged. 
Many stately shade trees on Greer 
and surrounding streets running 
east from Sportsman’s Park total- 
ls or partially destroyed. 

Hall street: 3300 North, Steel 
and Hibbard Lumber Co. dam- 
aged. 

Hebert street: Probably the 
worst damaged street in Northeast- 
ern St. Louis. Approximately 100 
houses unroofed in section between 
Grand and Twenty-fifth street. 
Many ‘walls broken or bulging; 
some upper stories wiped away. 


All United Railway poles bent and 


wires strewn in ‘street, with broken 
trees, lumber, brick and other de- 
bris, St. Augustine’s Catholic 
Church, at Lismore street, a large 
brick structure built in 1896, un- 
roofed and twisted. The tornado 
appears to have stuck close to He- 
bert for a considerable distance, 


Laclede avenue: From 4000 to 
4300, there are 38 unroofed and 
badly damaged houses and five 
small stores which were wrecked. 
Steel trolley poles, bent at their 
base, lean far out into the strect 
and wires clutter up the sidewalk. 
All but impassable, with traffic 
being re-routed around the district. 

Lawn avenue: Eight houses on 
west side of this one-block street, 
1000 south and 5000 west, demol- 
ished. | 

Leffingwell avenue: At Mont- 
gomery street, Perfection Mfg. Co., 
plant seriously damaged, Banneker 
public school across the street lit- 
tle damaged; at Benton street, old 
two-story brick factory wrecked: 
at Dodier street, new three-story 
brick plant of Ho-Ro-Co Mfg. Co. 
damaged at top, also a half dozen 
homes in vicinity unroofed. 

Lindell boulevard—Forty-seyen 
homes and. apartment buildings 
from 4000 (one block east of Sarah 
street), to 4319 (half block west 
of Boyle avenue), badly damaged. 
Among the homes are old stately 
mansions. The apartment build- 
ings, most of them built within the 


| last few years, and some recently, 


had walls ripped away and roofs 
blown off. The east wing of the 
Lindell-Plaza Hotel, at Boyle ave- 
nue, was unroofed; quarters of the

Other 
homes in the block were damaged 
badly and most of them are unin- 
‘habitable. In the 4100 block, three 
houses were unroofed and an au- 
tomobile, twisted into a knot, stood 
on-end on the front steps of a 
home. In the 4300 block, damage 
to homes was.comparatively slight. 
In the three blocks trees and debris 
littered the streets. “ 

« Manchester avenue—The indus- 
trial district east of Kingshighway 
| was partially destroyed, three sec- 
tions. of the Hydraulic-Press 
Brick Co. being demolished. Large 
cables, carrying electric power to 
the district, are lying in the street. 

McPherson avenue: Sixty-two 
houses in blocks 4000 to 4300 un- 
roofed and badly damaged. In the 
4200 block, 10 residences were de- 
molished beyond repair. Portions 
of the concrete sidewalks were 
torn up in places by uprooted 
trees. 

Montgomery street Heavily 
damaged from Grand east to Laf- 
lin street. Mullanphy Hospital, at 
Bacon street, is heaviest sufferer, 
with roof caved in and portion of 
front wall wrecked. 

Natural Bridge avenue: At Gar- 
rison avenue, Yeatman High 
School, south wall partly collapsed; 
‘windows blown out; many trees 
down in immediate vicinity. 

Newstead avenue: Few houses 
face on the portion of this street 
in the storm area. Among them is 
the old Francis home, in the 300 
block, which -was unscathed. Some 
of the stately old trees ih the yard 
were damaged. Few of tha.remain- 
ing houses were damaged. 

North Broadway: Much property 
damage, mainly to old. industrial 
buildings around the McKinley 
Bridge, over which. the tornado 
passed into Venice, Madison and 
Granite City, where destruction 
continued. Buildings damaged in- 
cluded Philip Gruner Lumber Co., 
between Angelica street and Bre- 
men avenue; Mechanics’ Planing 
Mill, Charles Naber Lumber Co., 
St. Louis Sash and Door Co., Na- 
tional Ammonia Co. 

North Main street: 4400, Moon 
Motor Car.Co., damaged. 

North Market street: The heavy 
damage begins at Grand boulevard. 
St. Teresa’s Church, at that’corner, 
apparently has escaped major 
damage but its twin towers have 
been stripped of their covering. 
The block between. Grand and 
Spring includes many damaged 
flats and houses. West of Spring 
avenue, the United Railways car 
barn is a tangle of fallen roofs 
through which may be seen the 
yellow sides of stranded street cars. 

North Second street; 3600, Mal- 

linckrodt Chemicak Co. damaged. 
* Olive Street—Beginning in the 
4000 block, the seriously damaged 
portion extends to 4212, in which 
more than 60 bufldings were un- 
roofed or demolished.

Salisbury street: Extensive dam- 
age to large and small buildings, 
trees and utility wires in district 
bounded by Salisbury avenue, Ag- 
nes street, North Florissant ave- 
nue and Thirteenth _rtreet. Beth- 
lehem Lutheran ghurch, a large 
brick edifice, at Salisbury and 
North Florissant, had steeple cut 
and roof broken. ~Clock in steep'c 
stopped at 1:01, the time when the 
tornado struck there Thursday aft- 
ernoon. Hyde Park Brewery also 
damaged. 

Sarah Street—From West Pine 
boulevard north to Enright ave- 
nue, Sarah is almost total devasta- 
tion. Telegraph poles and steel 
trolley poles are in a twisted maze. 
More than 40 buildings and houses 
wero badly damaged, many of 
them being totally wrecked. From 
Enright avenue to Easton avenue, 
virtually every house is unroofes 
and partially wrecked. Most of 
them are sé¢emingly frreparably 
damaged. At Cook avenue, where 
damage is particularly heavy, four 
houses are wrécks. The Nafziger 
Bakery plant at that point is un- 
roofed. Across the street only a 
round tower stands to mark what 
was a Seventh Day Adventist 
church. 

Shaw avenue: Ten small frame 
houseS on the north side of the 
4900 block demolished. In sur- 
rounding industrial district heavy 
damage was done, the principal 
sufferers being the Calley Electric 
Co. and Hemp & Co. 

Spring avenue: The southern lim- 
it of heavy damage is approximate- 
ly at Finney avenue. From Page 
northward to Maffitt avenue every 
three out of four houses and shops 
have been damaged in a major 
way by the: wind; 2-story brick 
factory of Carter Carburetor Co., 
near Dodier street, wrecked, 

St. “Louis avenue: Many houses 
and stores unroofed, walls dam- 
aged and partly razed for several 
blocks .east‘ of Grand boulevard, 
as tornado veered northeast to- 
ward Hebert street and McKinley 
Bridge. -. Here, as on all streets 
touched by tornado, wires, trees 
and debris ofall sort cluttered 
streets and sidewalks. 

Sullivan avemue: Roofs from 
Grand boulevard to Jefferson ave- 
nue virtually all damaged, and 
some blown off; many walls 
bulged: three-story brick plant of 
Bussman Mfg. Co., badly damaged. 

Vandeventer avenuc: Virtually 
every building north from Enright 
avenue bears marks of the storm, 
but the heaviest damage begins at 
Finney avenue and extends north- 
word to Cottage avenue. In that 
area most of the houses and small 
business places have been .partially 
wrecked. Wires and poles are 
down and the street is littered. The 
D. Keiner Moving and Storage Co. 
building, a three-story structure be- 
tween Cook and Page; is among the 
larger places partially destroyed. 

Washington ‘boulevard: From 
4000 to the end of the 4300 block, 
56 houses were unroofed or totally 
wrecked.

Westminster place: In the blocks 
from 4000 to 4200, 34 houses were 
unroofed and badly damaged, the 
house at 4220, a total wreck, stands 
at a decided angle, twisted about 
on its foundation. The houses at 
4211-13-15 were a’ mass of fallen 
brick and timbers, 

West Pine boulevard: Fifty 
houses in the blocks 4000 to 4300 
wrecked, unroofed and not tenant- 
able. In the 4100 block, where 
many houses were badly damaged, 
10 of them at the west end of the 
block escaped. 

Whittier street:. In the blocks 
from 300 south to 400 north, 16 
houses were demolished and of the 
remaining houses several are un- 
livable.

Wise avenuc: Practically all of 
the 54 houses in blocks 4900 and 
5000 were badly damaged, many of 
them beyond repair.

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FIGHT ON TETANUS 


Three First Aid Stations 
Maintained in Storm Dis- 
trict to Treat Wounds 
With Serum. 


Prompt and efficient medical re- 
lief left only one problem, a brief 
17 hours after the disaster, to give 
the Medical Committee of the Red 
Cyoss any anxiety. 

That was tetanus, Virtually ev- 
ery injury caused by the tornado 
was contaminated by dirt, which 
shelters the germ of lockjaw, the 
committee pointed out. The only 
safeguard is prompt administra- 


tion of antitetanic serum. 

Theatments to prevent lockjaw 
are being given at every hospital 
and dispensary, to any injured left 
without medical attention who call 
the Physicians’ Exchange, Grand 
6080, and to all who apply at three 
frist aid stations opened yesterday, 
‘in thése locations: 

West End Hotel, Vandeventer 
avenue and West Belle place. 
Vandeventer and Easton ave- 

@ues, southwest corner. 

Cottage and Spring avenues. 
Physicians Respond Readily. 

Response of St. Louis doctors and 
nurses was amazing, and the ma- 
chinery for prompt and efficient 
action, organized through years of 
experience by the Red Cross, lay 
ready to their hands. 

A list of volunteer physicians Is 
kept by the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety as part of the Red Cross pro- 
gram. They met hurriedly Thurs- 
day night, many of them _ fresh 
from handling emergency cases in 
the stricken area, and laid plans 
to comb the district for hidden ‘cas- 
ualties, while 250 Red Cross nurses 
, answer 
the call of overtaxed hospitals, * 

The doctors regarded the possi- 
bility of hidden ‘casualties - with 
great anxiety. They believed many 
would be found who had been 
missed in the frantic efforts to care 
for:all just after the storm. DHarly 
in the morning 50 doctors, includ- 
ing some of the busiest practition- 
ers in town, divided up the district, 
block by. block, and walked from 
house to house, ready to give first 
aid. 

Few Unattended Cases Found. 

Not a dozen unattended injuries 
were found. Every hospital had 
cared for every case that came in 
and still had room for more. Only 
the Deaconess, Missouri Baptist and 
Lutheran Hospitals had need of 


? 


Red Cross nurses were detailed to 
aid the Visiting Nurses’ Association 
and the Municipal Nurses. 

The job of emergeucy relief was 
in hand. _.Nothing remained but 
precautions to gather in ecattered 
untended cases and give them 
protection against tetanus. Most 
of the doctors were released, to be 
ready for any service upon sum- 
mons of the committee, while some 
were held to keep a force of three 
to five. physicians, assisted by Boy 
Scouts and nurses, at each of ths 
first aid stations. 

Still there was the chance that 
co ‘bing the stricken aria would 
not bring out all the injured. In 
the house-to-house survey doctors 
found that many families were 
staying with relatives or friends in 
other parts of the city. Hence the 
provision that a call to GRand 6080 
will bring a doctor at once. 

Few Emergency Calls. 

Only a fewiguch calls were made 
yesterday, and few applied at the 
first aid stations. It appears that 
emergency medical relief is out of 
the way, and, remarked’a member 
of the committee, that is 
should be; once the sick and in- 
jured are cared for, general relief 
may gO on apace.

The tornado of 1896 seems to have been more ter- 
rific than that of 1927. Entering the city from the 
isouthwest at about the same point, it turned east 
quicker and crossed the river at the Eads Bridge, 
where the storm of 1927 crossed at the McKinley 
Bridge. The first storm must have had greater 
power, because it traversed a shorter course through 
the city and still killed more people. It hurled it- 
self upon the river with such violence that it tore 
out some of the ponderous masonry’ at the east end 
of the Eads Bridge: The storm of 1927 seems to 
have done more property damage: (1) because it 
traversed a longer course through the city; (2) bes 
cause the community is more thickly populated than 
it was in 1896. 

Indeed, the greater solidity of the newer city 
diminished the violence of the later storm, as its 
vastly larger police force, the added number of its 
hospitals, and all the agencies through which a mod- 
ern community practices the humanities at a time 
of disaster, rendered the new storm less terrible 
than the old. St. Louis came out of the old storm 
in a state of helplessness and profound terror. Noth- 
ing of the sort had ever happened to the city before.

It is kind of the country, from sea to sea, and 
from Canada to the Gulf, to want to help us.

But St. Louis can abundantly care for her own. 
She needs no helping hand from without, as eager 
as her friends are to give her.aid. When the dead 
are buried, ‘the injured healed, and the track of the 
storm smoothed over by repair, St. Louis will rise 
to greater strength and stability, as she did after 
1896.

FIRST-CLASS THUNDER. | 

For those who wish to see reapportionment of rep- 
resentation in this country, there ought to be first- 
class thunder in the report of the Illinois Tax Com- 
mission, which shows that virtually one-half the 
property valuation in that State is in Cook County. 
They can point out that while this county has one- 
half the property, it has only one-third the repre- 
sentation In the Legislature. 

The English, in the last century, turned such facts 
as this to admirable use in their battle for proper 
representation in Parliament. Their. classic piece of 
ammunition was Old Sarum, a castle some 75 miles 
from London, which had been begun by the Romans 
and had been the favorite stronghold of William the 
Conqueror. Though by 1832 Old Sarum was a ruin 
and did not possess a single inhabitant, it was still 
an incorporated English town, or borough, and so 
still sent two members to Parliament. Such a flag- 
rant example of undemocratic government naturally 
provided great thunder for the reformers who were 
pushing the reform bill in 1832, and the success of 
that bill owed not a little to Old Sarum. 

We think the Americans who are fighting for the 
same admirable end should find equally good thun- 
der in the case of Illinois. Let them use it as their 
classic horrible example, and let them raise the cry of 
“Taxation Without Representation.” That was a po- 
tent battle cry once in this country, and there is no 
reason to believe it has lost its old vigor. 
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POINCARE BEGINS TO SLIP. 

Premier Poincare is slipping. His days ‘of su- 
premacy, say reports from France, are numbered. 
The liberals, who aided him in forming his coalition 
government, are said to be preparing to desert him. 

Their plans may, by some critits, be laid to selfish 
political motives, but this will not be entirely true. 
Chancellor Stresemann, speaking last April to Ger- 
man machine manufacturers, uttered the great tru- 
ism upon which Poincare’s bark is grounding. Said 
Stresemann: “Political pacification can be assured 
only through an economic accord.” Under the wise 
inspiration of Briand in France and Stresemann in 
Germany, such an accord has been gradually ma- 
terializing. Last October, French, Belgian and Ger- 
man maufacturers formed a steel pool, which, among 
other provisions, allowed the German coke industry 
in the Ruhr to co-operate with the French iron in- 
dustry of Lorraine. Lately the statesmen of the two 
nations have drawn up a commercial agreement, low- 
ering tariff barriers on noncompeting goods. 

The one official discord in this pleasant symphony 
of co-operation and peace is supplied by Poincare, 
who insists on singing his hymn of hate. The man 
is an anachronism in the Europe of Locarno.

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A BARGE LINE FOR THE MISSOURL 
From the St. Joseph News Press. 
Y easy stages the idea of the Missouri 
River as a navigable stream is gaining 


recognition. Had a Missouri congressman, 
as recently as a year ago, suggested a Fed- 
eral barge line on the Big Muddy; he would 
have been put down as mething of a 
dreamer, but when Rtpresentative Newton 
of St. Louis the other day announced that 
he would seek Congressional. authorization 
for an extension of the Government's trans- 
portation service to the lower Missouri, the 
proposal was accepted in shipping circles 
as quite practical. 

This follows as the next logical step 
toward the resumption of intelligent use of 
the nation’s waterways. The service to 
which Mr. Newton refers has just been 
extended to the upper Mississippi, between 
St. Louis and St.’ Paul and intermediate 
points. For the first time in more than 
40 years there is now a regular’ freight 
transportation service over that portion of 
the stream. Government officials ‘have 
tested the route and pronounced it prac- 
tical, and various cities along the river have 
invested considerable sums in water termi- 
nals. 

The new barge service, if it.meets expecta- 
tions, will provide for shippers in the North- 
west cheaper freight rates on m:‘ ny kinds of 
raw and manufactured products. At St. 
Louis it connects with the Government’s 
Mississippi-Warrior line barges to New Or- 
leans and ships to foreign ports. 

The transportation value of the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Rivers, scoffed at by 
some interests, has been demonstrated es- 
pecially in the last few years by the Fed- 
eral Warrior line barges under the execu- 
tive direction of General Ashburn. The 
volume of freight handled »y that service 
has increased steadily, and the saving in 
freight costs to shippers has been consider- 
able. The line is used by many interests 
in additio: to those immediately along the 
river, 

More freight is being handled on the 
lower Mississippi now than ever before. 
The upper river barge line is expected to 
develop steadily. If Mr. Newton's effort 
for Congression:! authorization is success- 
ful, the Missouri will have its inning. These 
rivers may never be the »>mantic streams 
they were in the days of the Civil War. 
but they can easily be busier, and, in an 
economic sense, ‘f- greater value.

Believed Utah Jurist Wronged 
Her in Reversing Damage 
Suit in 1924.

When the 
Judge turned he fell down the 
steps of the rostrum. Rushing to 
the side of the bench, the woman 
stood over him and fired three 
shots, all of which took effect. 

At the hospital it was said that 
while the wounds were serious, 
Judge Johnson's condition was not 
considered dangerous unless com- 
plications and: shock, due to his

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 owhout charge pending the out- 
come of Judge Johnson's injuries. 

A statement found at Mrs. Sim- 
mons’ home by Department of Jus- 
tice agents disclosed that she be- 
Heved she had been gravely 
wronged in 1924 when Judge John- 
son dismissed her suit for $25,000 
damages as the result of the death 
of her husband in a mining acci- 
dent at Bingham, Utah, in 1910. 
The suit was brought in the State 
courts and then transferred to the 
Federal Court. Following its dis- 
migssal by Judge Johnson, the case 
wes appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court of .Appeals, which 
upheld the decision of the lower 
court. :

In her written statement, ap- 
parently prepared several days ago, 
which covered eight typewritten 
pages, the woman also blamed 
United States Senator William H.

Alderman Wants to Know

The purposes of his suggested 
aldermanic inquiry into the prob- 
lem of transportation in St. Louis 
are set forth in a resolution intro- 
duced in the board yesterday by 
Alderman Samuel L. Wimer of the 
Twenty-seventh Ward. Wimer’s 
intention to Introduce such a reso- 
lution was announced in the Post- 
Dispatch last Tuesday. 

His chief aims are set ,forth as 


follows: 
1. To consider “this scheme to 
grant a ‘service-at-cest’ fran- 
ehise”’ and the effect of adoption 


of such a scheme upon the de- 
velopment of any system of rap- 
id transit which later may be 
devised. 

What bearing such‘ a 
franchise would have on any fu- 
ture plan whereby the city might 
desire to acquire and operate 
these surface lines on its own 
account. 

3. The feasibility of the city’s 
acquiring and operating its sur- 
face lines at this time. 

To conduct the inquiry, Wimer 
proposes a committee of three, 
composed of himself as chairman 


of the board’s special committee 


on rapid transit; Edward Wiehe, 
chairman of the board’s committee 
on public utilities, and President 
Neun. The board cannot appoint 
to its committee nonmembers of 
the board, but Wimer’s resolutien 
formally invites the Mayor, the 
Comptroller, the City Counselor 
and the President of the Board of 
Public Service to sit with the com- 
mittee. 

The resolution confers upon the 
committee the power of subpena 
to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the power to compel 
witnesses to produce. any docu- 
ments. the committee may regard 
as useful. Provision for payment 
of expenses from the board's con- 
tingent fund is made.

Pastor Glad She Was Re- 
leased—Not to Exhame 


Wife’s Body.

Atkinson, 26-year-old nurse, late 
yesterday was freed of the charge 
of poisoning Mary Jane Bailey, 18- 
year-old daughter of the Rev.

David Foglesong, Justice of the 
Peace, sustained a demurrer to the 
State’s evidence attempting to show 
that the minister’s daughter had 
been poisoned, and released Miss 
Atkinson, = 

In a signed statement the nurse 
said she held no ill will toward 
Dan Mitchell, County Attorney, 
who filed the murder charge 
against her three weeks ago on the 
basis of a chemist’s tentative report 


revealing the presence of poison 
in the girl’s viscera. 

Protesting her affection for the 
children of Mr. Bailey, for: whom 
she admitted: a deep attachment, 
her statement asserted that “only 
an insane person could have been 
guilty of such an atrocious crime.” 
The State’s case collapsed when 
Dr. W. H. Bailey, Oklahoma City 
pathologist, who made a chemical 
analysis of Mary Jane’s viscera for 
the State, testified he had discov- 
ered no lethal poisons, Apparent 
traces of poison, discovered in pre- 
liminary tests, disappearer under 
further analysis. 

Rector Glad Nurse Was Weeed. 
The Rev. Mr. Bailey said he was 
glad that the nurse had been freed, 
and thanked the Bishop, clergy 
and congregation of his church 
for their confidence in him. 2 
“If any wrong has been done and 
if anything has been said to preju- 
dice the opinions of the State 
against anyone,” the rector said, 
“it may take time to heal and to 
prove to the world that no sin has 
been committed. 

“Our grief is the greatest because 
we have lost the companionship of 
our loved ones, a wife and mother 
(Mrs. Bailey died about two weeks 
before her daughter, with symp- 
toms said to have been similar), a 
daughter and sister.

| AUSTRALIA INCREASES 


TARIFF ON AUTOS FROM U. S. 


British Made Chassis, Unassem- 
bled, to Be Admitted Free of 
Duty; Canada Pays 714 Pct. 

By the Associated Pregs. 

SYDNEY, Australia, Oct. 1.— 


The newly-adopted Australian tar- 
iff, which is now effective, is ex- 
pected to have an influence on the 
American trade in motor cars since 
rates in the case of ‘the United 
States have been: increased on unh- 
assembled chassis and on Ameri- 


can-made assembled chassis. 

The new tariff in the case of 
the United wtates represents an 
increase from 12% per cent to 1714 
per cent on enaeseentiied chassis 
and from 17% per cent to 25 per 
cent on American made assembled 
chassis. 

English made unassembled chas- 
sis will be admitted to Australia 
free of duty with an impost of 5 
per cent on assembled English 
chassis. 

Canada comes under the inter- 
mediate tariff.. Hitherto the duty 
charged by Australia on unassem- 
bled motor chassis from Canada 
has been 7% per cent. This, under 
the amended schedule, will be in- 
creased to 1144 per cent, while the 
former rate of 121% per cent on 
assembled chassis has been raised 
to 20 per cent. 

In the last financial. year the 
value of imported motor car chas- 
sis was $61,250,000, of which the 
share of the 
$37,500,000, while that of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom was $15,000,000 ana 
Canada $5,088,000. It is not ex- 
pected that these figures will be 
reached during the present finan- 
cial year.
